THE BOULANGER PARTY, 


LEADERS OF THE LEAGUE REFUSE TO RE- 
MAIN IN BRUSSELS. 


A Heated Discussion and Gloem in the Gen- 
eral’s Camp—BSoulanger’s Manifesto— 
Alleged Plot to Assassinate the Prince 
of Wales—Death of the Duchess of Cam- 
bridge— The Birmingham Election — 
Foreign. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
BRUSSELS, April 6.—The weather here is cold 
and rainy and tne gloom in the Boulangist camp 
is deepening. The short, snappy conversa- 
tions of the General, who but seldom loses 
bis temper, and of his followers clearly indi- 
cate that the party is divided against itself. 
The General granted no interviews 
but remained closeted yesterday with 
Messrs. Rochefort, Naquet and Laguerre. 
Judging by the number of huge 
magnums of iced champagne, which 
were borne from time to time in the Council 
Chamber, the discussion must have been a 
heated one and of an exhausting nature. 
During the whole day the telephone between 
the hotel here and Paris was actively at work 
and the General was in constant and almost 
instantaneous communication with his friends 
in the French capital. During the entire 
morning M. Laguerre was at the telephone. 
All the newspaper offices in Paris were called 
up in turn as were also the recalcitrant 


members of the Boulangist party, Messrs. 
Thiebaud and Michelet. But it was evident 
that his propaganda wire was unsuccessful, 
for he finally left the telephone box in a 
towering passion, crying out as a parting shot 
to Paris, ‘‘You are all Cochons (hogs).’’ 
Then the General was brought up to the tele- 
phone in propria persona and the long-eared 
journalists who are gathered here 
from all parts of Europe endeavored 
in vain to hear what was being said. 
On leaving the box the General turned to bis 
followers and said: ‘‘Everything is all right, 
my friends,’’ andthen retired to his apart- 
ments, where he spent the remainder of the 
day, having determined, in deference tothe 
request of the Brussels police, who are afraid 
of riots, to show bimself as little as possibile 
in public. 
A MYSTERIOUS VEILED LADY. 

During the course of the afternoon the 
Belgian Prime Minister called and left cards 
forthe General. Later on there came a more 
interesting and more mysterious visitor, a 
deeply veiled lady who begged the proprietor 
of the Hotel Mengelles to obtain for ber a 
glimpse of the brave General. The lady 
stated that she was a maid ot honor to the 
Queen of the Belgians and that 
sho had come expressly from Laeken 
80 as to be able to inform 
the feminine portion of the court minutely 
regarding the personal appearance of the 
General. The proprietor having informed the 
latter of the lady’s object in visiting the hotel 
and of the story which she told as to her rank, 
the General expressed himself as vastly flat- 
tered. Taking it all for sober truth, hestrode 
several times up and down the corridor forthe 
delectatlon of the lady, who left the hotel loud 
in her praises of the manly beauty and cap- 
tivating qualities of. ie petit blond, as 
denomina the General. 

RET TO PARIS. 8 

By the afternoon express Messrs. Laguerre, 
Deroulede, de Naquet and the other 
members of the Central oe 
who bad arrived here late Thursday night 
returned to Paris; not, however, with the es- 
tire consent and approbation of the General. 
On their arrival here Thursday night he pro- 
posed that they should remain at Brusseis,shar- 
ing bis exile with bim. In this way, argued 
the General, ‘‘our solidarity in suspecting 
the justice of French laws administered by 
the present Government will be patent to the 
world. But the Leaguers demurred, and not 
even when he appéaled totheir duty as friends 
would they consent to remain. The General 
was very much pained and irritated at their 
determination, but finally acquiesced. The 
General spent the evening quietiy with the 
Count and Countess Dillon, M. Henri Roche- 
fort and M. Dugue De La Fauconneirie. 

When the Post-DISPATCH correspondent 
visited the General in the afternoon the latter 
made every attempt to appear careless and 
happy. 

W. are watching and waiting, that’s all,“ 
exclaimed Boulanger. Nothing new has 
happened, and so our programme remains the 
game as outlined to you yesterday. I do not 
consider the vote of the Chamber asa matter 
for much surprise. It was a foregone con- 
clusion.’’ 

THE GENERAL'S MANIFESTO. 

The members of the Boulangist Central 
Committee, who returned to Paris last even- 
ing took with them the following manifésto 
issued by the General, which is publishea in 
the morning papers to-day: 

To the Electors: 

You have read the requisition which the 
Procureur General, Quesney de Beurepaire, 
has presented to the Chamber of Deputies in 
order to attempt to justify the infamous pro- 
ceedings to which a frightened Parliament 
has given its adhesion. It is proposed to 
bring me before an exceptional tribunal, be- 
fore the Senate, a body composed of my 
political enemies, whom 1 can not ac- 
cept for judges. Your sterling common sense 
has already done justice to their tissue of lies, 
to this collection of abominable calumnies, 

oing back to 18711. Theodious document of 
K. de Beaurepaire treats of nearly all the acts 
of my existence priorto my being Minister of 
War and to my return to political life. These 
acts have long been known to all. If they 
were culpable I must have had as my accom- 
plices the men who made mea minister, and 
more especially those who were my col- 
leagues.

CATARRUH CURED. 
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ATTEMPTS TO BURN THE FORDHAM ROMAN 
CATHOLIC PROTECTORY. 


FIREBUGS. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcH. 

New York, April 6.—The Roman Catholic 
Protectory at Fordham, West Chester County, 
has been marked by dre bugs’’ for some 
months past, having been no less than 
e to burn down some of the 
bulidings since last October. Twice during 
that time have the 2,000 children finding a 
home within its walls had a narrow escape, 
and the officers of the institution have become 
greatly alarmed for the safety of their 
charges. The last fire occurred on the 
night of March 26, when the cow sheds 
and stables, adjoining the Protectory, 
across a wagon road, were burned to the 
ground. The following day Henry L. Hoguet, 
President of the Emigrant Savings Bank’ and 
chief officer of the protectory, called at Police 
Headquarters and implored Chief Inspector 
Byrnes to ferret out the fire fiends. Detective 
Sergeants Sheldon and Jacobs were detailed 
on the case at once, and they lost no time in 
fastening the crime on halfadozen young 
desperadoes, allof whom last night and the 
night before languished behind strong bars 
at police headquarters. One of the prisoners, 
Henry COassidy, 17, is leader of the gang. 
Young Cassidy and his father, John Cassidy, 
had been employed at the protectory as fire- 
man and engineer, respectively, until 
October. They were then discharged, the 
father for drunkenness and son for insolence, 
and next day Frank Mengs was engaged to 
fill the position as engineer and gas man. 
Cassidy thereupon threatened to get even 
with the Protectory people by burning down 
their buildings. How well he tried to carry 
out his fiendish plot will be noticed by the 
work accredited to him and his gang over 
which he reigned like a despot, threatening 
summary vengeance on any who did not do 
his bidding. 

CASSIDY’S FIENDISH REVENGE. 

On the night of October 14, about a week 
after his discharge, one of the Protectory 
buildings on Oedar Grove was set on 
fire and partially destroyed. At 11 
o’clock on the night of December 29, the gas- 
house, less than two hundred feet from the 


main building, was fired and an explosion 
followed, but fortunately the flames were 
kept from the protectory, which was left in 
total darkness, causing a panic among the 
children. The next fire broke out at 20’clock 
on the morning of March 18, when an out 
house, a short distance from the main 
structure, on ‘‘Holy Row,’’ was destroyed. 
The last attempt was made os the night of 
March 2, when the cow sheds and stables 
were levelled to the ground. From confessions 
made by Cassidy’s gang to Inspector Byrnes, 
and partial admissions by the young chief 
himeelf, all these dastardly attempta 
were made by him and nis pals. He 
even went armed with pistols, saying 
if it was necessary he would kill anyone who 
stood in his way of escape after the commis- 
sion of the deeds. On the night of the last 
fire, Cassidy and Avery stole a horse and 
wagon from the stable of Frank Meng, a bot- 
tler, at Morris avenue and One- hundred and 
Forty-first street, and drove nearly five miles 
to the protectory grounds. Only Cassidy and 
his pal could have entered the stable where 
Mengs kept a vicious bulldog, for the dog and 
Cassidy were friends, the ‘‘firebug chief’’ be- 
ing a frequenter in the stables, and he ad- 
mitted bribing the dog with a chunk of 
meat. Just before the fire was discovered 
two men were seen driving into the 
grounds and soon afterward they drove rapidly 
away. A man named Newman, who lives over 
Mengs’ stable, saw the men fetch the horse 
back about 2 o’clock, and Newman found the 
neg covered with foam, having evidently 
en 
DRIVEN AT A BREAK-NECK SPEED. 

While Avery held the horse at the Protectory 
Cassidy entered the stable by a window and 
was about to apply a match to a quantity of 
oil saturated rags when tbe watchman came 
along. He waiied until the latter had gone 
by when he lighted the pile and escaped the 
same * Sawyer, the negro, told Inspector 
Byrnes that he had met Cassidy almost daily 
since the latter’s discharge from the Pro- 
„ and that Cassidy had told him, as he 
also did the others of the gang repeatedly, 
that it was bis intention to burn all the build- 
ing in the grounds to get even with those fel- 
ows. 

One night in February, Lewis and Cassidy 
burned a barge at the footof One Hundred and 
Forty-second street,having previously robbed 
the cabin of all it contained. Cassidy had 
asked Sawyer to go along but he refused. The 
day after the gas- house fire, Cassidy told Saw- 

er what he had done, adding: Inever en- 
oyed anything so much in my lite as I did 
while hiding among the trees to sec that thing 
burn up and the fireg ingine sticking in the 
mud a mile away. 

Cassidy told the gang of his determination 
to get even with the Protectory people by 
„burning all their buildings. 

„It will be an easy thing, he said, to ride 
up there, cut the fire-telegraph wires and then 
fire the place.’’ 

February 1 Cassidy met Lewis and asked 
him to accompany him to the Protectory to 
„burn a house. 5 

**Is there any person in the house?“ asked 
Lewis. 

‘*I don’t know and don’t care.,“ responded 
the chief, 

Beside these attempts it has been discovered 
that this same gang were the perpetrators of 
several other fires in the neighborhood re- 
cently. A day after the gas-house fire Cassidy 
told him that he intended to burn down 
the house of Mengs, who took his father’s 
place, and it that don’t settle him I'll put 
the muzzie of my pistol through his window 
and blow his head off. 

All the prisoners were remanded by Justice 
Duffy Thursday afternoon and again vester- 
day until this mornin Meanwhile the de- 
tectives took two of prisoners to White 
Plains, and on their afiidavits warrants were 
issued for the arrest ot the whole six. Dis- 
triot- Attorney Baker will send officers down 
here this morning and take the fire bugs to 


White Plains for trial.

THE HIGH LICENSE LIMIT. 

The high license law of Pennsylvania 
put the Uoense fes much lower than the 
present law of Missouri, but it is better in 
the restraints which it imposes on the se- 
lection of persons to whom license may be 
granted. The granting of licenses is, by 
the Pennsylvania law, confided to the 
courts under directions and restrictions 
which make it the interest of all liquor 
sellers to obey the law faithfully, and the 
hoense tax isnot high enough to put a 
premium on {tllicit traffic or to offset the 
risk incurred by violating the law in any 
respect. 

This is about all that oan be expected 
from restrictive regulation of the liquor 
traffic, and during the first nine months 
under this law there was in Phil- 
adelphia a decrease of 6,509 commitments 
for intoxication, of 7,876 commitments to 
the County Prison,and of 735 commitments 
to the House of Correction, as compared 
with the preceding nine months. Our 
present higher license law, approaching 
much nearer the limit of practicable re- 
striction by taxation, has produced such 
results as to show that it would work even 
better than the Pennsylvania law if 
strengthened with some of the working 
features of the Pennsylvania law. 

Instead of doing this the Legislature 
seems inclined to amend the law under 
direction of Prohibitionists, who will 
never be satisfied with any license law. 
They want the license raised so as to put 
a tempting premium onillicit traffic, make 
the police authority over the traffic more 
than ever a political perquisite and drive 
the people in disgust to prohibition as 
preferable to any license policy.

Above 
all let it beware of transcending the limit 
of practicable restriction and the limit of 
taxation on what is already the most 
heavily taxed traffic in the State.

The decision was in his 
favor, and the day after it was given all 
the colored children insisted on taking 
their places among the whites. The re- 
sult was a turmoil with talk of riot and 
bloodshed. The only excuse for the fail- 
ure of the Commercial Gazette to wave the 
bloody garment over New Richmond is 
that the paper is so busy getting even 
with certain Republican Senators that it 
cannot spare the space and time. Until 
the white flag of peace settles over the 
reunited white and colored citizens of 
New Richmond the Ohio Republicans 
must be estopped from flaunting the red 
flag over the South.

PRESIDENT HARRISON ISSUES HIS THANKS- 
GIVING PROCLAMATION. | 


Grand Marshal Gatennic’s Plans for 
the Favors Hqme Rule in 
the Formation of the Line—The G. A. R. 
Interested—Negotiating for a Speaker. 

' ASHINGTON’S Inaugar- 
ation will be properly 
celebrated. April 30 will 
be a national holiday, 
and yesterday President 
Harrison made @ proc- 
lamation calling on the 
people of the entire 
country to repair to 
their places of worship 

at 9 o’clock on the 
morning of that day 
for divine worship. The 

proclamation is as follows: 

A hundred years have passed since the 
Government which our forefathers founded 
was formally organized. At noon on the 80th 
Gay of April, 1789, in the City ot New York 
and in the presence of an assemblage of 
the heroic men whose patriotic devotion 
had led the colonies to victory and inde- 
pendence, George Washington took the oath 
of office as Chief Magistrate of the new-born 
republic. This impressive act was preceded 
at 9 o'clock in the morning, in all the churches 
of the city, by prayer for God's biessing on 
the Government and ita first President. 

»The centennial of this illustrious event in 
our history has been declared a general holl- 
Gay by actof Congress, to the end that the 
people of the whole country may join in com- 
memorative exercises appropriate to the day. 

In order that the joy of the occasion may 
be associated witha deep thankfulness in the 
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minds of the people for all our blessings in the 
pees, and a devout supplication to God for 
heir gracious continuance in the future, the 
representatives ofthe religious creeds, both 
Christian and Hebrew, have memorialized the 
Government to designate an hour for prayer 
and thanksgiving on that day.

Wheat in Minnesota. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., April 6.—Nothing but 
the most favorable reports are being received 
from the spring wheat fields of the North- 
west. The slight change that has occurred in 
the situation during the last seven days has 
been the disappearance of most of the com- 
plaint of dry weather from cJrtain portions of 
Central and Eastern Dakota. Destructive 
fires and storms have occurred in some por- 
tions of Dakota least able to bear 
it. That part of Dakota afflicted 
has been for a long time without 


moisture. A very large area, reaching say 
100 miles each way, has been heard of, where 
it is claimed the seeded fields will need re- 
granting. It runs up and down both sides of 

eJames River Valley and along the Red 
River through the vicinity of Fargo. There 
were more or less winds through Minnesota, 
too, but not so much harm has resulted, and 
work has Irr- well and quite a large 
per cent of wheat seeding is done. There is a 
great demand for seed in some of the northern 
counties. Much of the demand is supplied tv 
elevator companies, 


the companies find the supply of such wants 
too severe a strain to be fully met. It is prob- 
able that on that account there may be a 
smaller increase in the wheat area than had 
been counted un. Seeding in the southern 
portions of Minnesota and Dakota will be 
ractically over at the end of the week. 
hough in some places farmers will not 
have finished until next week. 
In Eastern Dakota, from Aberdeen 
south to Flandreau and west to the James 
River, farmers have held back from seeding 
to prevent a repetition of the destruction of 
rowing wheat by hot winds, but some of 
hem have begun. In the northern part, as 
far north as Fargo on the Bonanza farms, 
seeding is in active progress, and by the end 
of another week will be almost completed. 
From every direction come reports of in- 
creased acreage, and in some localities cor- 
respondents assert that every available foot 
of land will be seeded down.

THE BURDEN OF TAXATION 


IT SEEMS TO BE UNEQUALLY DIVIDED IN 
THIS STATE. 


Some Figures Which Should Be Read With 
Interest by Missouri Legisiators—Facts 
Concerning the Taxes Borne by Corpora- 
tions—The Duty of the Legislature. 


HE General Assembly 
of the State, now in 
„ gession at Jefferson 
City, constitutes not 
only a biennial but a 
decennial session for 
the enactment of laws 
and a revision of the 
statutes under section 
41, of article 4, of the 
Constitution, to-wit: 

„„All the statute laws of a keneral nature, 
both civil and criminal, shall be revised, 
digested and promulgated in such manner as 
the General Assembly shall direct, and a like 
revision, digest and promulgation shall be 
made at the expiration of every subsequent 
period of ten years. 

The first element for consideration by the 
present General Assembly should be the 
source from which revenue shall be obtained 
for the support and administration of the 
State Government, to be derived by assess- 
ment equitably distributed on the property 
and wealth of the people of the State. 

It is a well-established fact, that thb assess- 
ments on personal and realty are as wide apart 
as the North and South poles of the globe we 
inhabit. The realty ofthe State is a fixed 


C and through its political sub-divi- 
sions, values are readily obtained from their 
records; whilst on the other hand, its personal 
is unknown through the sense of the statutes 
now under revision. 

More than two months of the session have 
been frittered . away, without any 
material progress having been made; worse 
still, no definite measure or line of proced- 
ure has been undertaken to accomplish within 
the one hundred and twenty days the man- 
date of the constitution as above expressed. 

To demonstrate the absurdities in the as- 
sessment of property, whether personal or 
real, forthe maintenance of the Government 
ofthe State—civil, criminal and its charitable 
institutions—it must be stated that all 
species of property should proportionably 
bear its burden, but, fo accomplish this, the 
sophistries of language afford no relief. 

In the following tahle the assessed valua- 
tion of wealth for each county in the State is 
carefully complied from official sources and 
comprises three distinct periods sumcelently 
separated so that a mere glance will convince 
its political subdivisions of the great inequal- 
ities perpetrated on the body politic through 
its State Board of Equalization.

Notable People Meet the Ship in the Har- 
bor and the Travelers Land Amid the 
Singing of Home, Sweet Home’’—Cal

New Yorn, April 6.—The base ball team 
has arrived. The men touched terra firma at 
the foot of Twenty-second street and North 
River at8o’clock this morning. The team 
came by the steamship Adriatic, which was 
sighted off Fire Island at 1:50 o’clock a. m.

DeWoit 
Hopper and Digby Bell stepped on board 
from the George M. Wood to the Laura M. 
Starin. They were given ahearty reception 
by the boys. The ladies on board were, if 
possible, more enthusiastic than the men,not 
content with cheering they began to sing. In 
a jiffy the sweet refrain of Home Sweet 
Home’’ was heard. This captured the men, 
and in less time than it takes to write it, 200 
voices sent out the refrain across the bay. 
Excitement ran high. At the top mast of the 
Starin was a flag upon which was to be 
seen, Welcome Home. The same motto 


was on both sides of the steameron large 
stripes of white duck. Soon the Starin ran up 
alongside the Adriatic. Then there was a 
scene from stem to sternof the Adriatic.
